GOSSIP OF THE TURF. 



The promising three-year-old Demagogue 
died last Saturday at Bennings, where he was 
in training for the spring engagements under 
the care of James McLaughlin. Demagogue 
was a brown colt by Magnetizer— Decoy, and 
was very heavily engaged for the ensuing sea- 
son. He was entered in thirty-three stakes, 
and figured to have a good chance of paying his 
way, the handicappers placing him well up the 
list among horses of his own age. Demagogue 
will be remembered as the crazy two-year-old 
that almost killed Jockey “Skeets” Martin at 
the Aqueduct spring meeting. He showed a 
world of speed, but was so hard to control at 
the time that the Queens county officials re- 
fused his entry for the balance of the meeting. 
He became more bridlewise as tlie season pro- 
gressed, and at the Brighton Beach meeting he 
won the Venture Stakes of $2,000 from Fixed 
Star, Nosey and Junior. At the second Brighton 
meeting he won the Free Handicap for two-year- 
olds, beating such smart youngsters as Cock 
Robin, Fonsavannah, Previous, Nuto and Cherry 
Picker. At the Gravesend fall meeting in Fred 
Taral’s hands he won the two-year-old handicap 
with 126 pounds up, those behind him including 
Salabar, Fonsavannah, Mont d’Or, Handpress 
and Hairpin. Later in the meeting, with Taral 
again up, he got home in front of a large field. 
He wintered very well and great things were 
expected of him up to last week, when he con- 
tracted the sickness which ultimately killed 
him. Demagogue was the property of Ike 
Franks.— New York Sun.
